Japs Believed 
Planning Drive 
Against Java 


a Air Raid on Batavia, 


NEI Capital, 
Considered a 
Prelude 


BATAVIA — (/P)— Japanese planes 


made their first raid of the Pacific 
war on Batavia, capital of the Neth- 
erlands East Indies, Monday in an in- 
tensifying scries of air attacks believed 
h?^,i to bo. n prelude to nn attempt 
at invasion of Java, center of the Unit- 
ed Nations' resistance to the Japanese 
in the southwest Pacific. 


The raid, carried out by six to 


eight Jap fighters, was directed main- 
ly at Kema Joran and Tijililitan air-r- 
diftnos, near Batavia. Anita news a- 
gcncy said the attacks were limited to 
machine-gunning and no bombs were 
dropped. Streets in the capital and 
suburbs were also strafed. 


"Some damage" was done to army 


plPJies at Kema Joran and two pas- 
senger planes were damaged. 


A special communique said two 


civilians were seriously wounded and 
nine slightly hurt. At least one and 
possibly two of the raiders were shot 
down. 


Japanese efforts to attack the har- 


bor were turned back by heavy anti- 
aircraft fire. 


Enemy activity also was reported 


over other parts of Java, Sumatra and 
Borneo. 


•JJje NEI high command said Jap- 


anese patrols were 
pushing 
south 


from the charred oil port of Balik 
Papan, on the east Borneo coast, "ap- 
parently planning to reach Banjer- 
niassin," important trade center on 
the, south shore of Borneo facing 
JaW,. 


The port was said to be a prime 


Japanese objective as the men of Nip- 
pon attempted to force an arc around 
the vital citadel of Java in prepara- 
tion for invasion.

He stayed 
in that department until 1918, serv-

After living in Oklahoma for a time 


Page was in Washington as a pure- 
food inspector from 1919 to 1921. Re- 
turning here he entered the mercantile 
business and operated sawmills and 
cotton gins until 1933 when he was 
appointed superintendent of the Pu- 
laski county farm. 


In 1936 Page resigned to run for 


land commissioner and was elected. 
He was re-elected in 1938 and 1940. 


At one time Page was a justice of 


the peace in Owen township, Pulaski.

Australians Count- 
er-Attack, But 
Concede Japs Have 
Foothold 


By the Associated Prcss 
The Japanese fought their way in- 


to the fortress isle of Singapore on a 
10-mile front Monday, threating to 
overrun 
the once-powerful British 


base, but after several hours of bloody 
fighting the siutation was reported 
officially to be "well in hand." 


That word came from Major Gen- 


eral Henry Gordon Bennett, com- 
mander of the Australian forces in 
whose zone in the mangrove swamps 
and rubber plantations of the north- 
west shore the invaders first struck. 


"We have taken our stand on a 


strong line and are organizing an at- 
tack which it is hoped will recover 
as much as possible of the lost ter- 
rain," Bennett said, thus holding out 
that slim hope that the Japanese could 
be readily dislodged. 


Battle in Jungle 


A strong Japanese landing had 


turned Singapore's ordeal of shell fire 
and bombs in the past week of seige t. 
from the. - opposite -shore r-ofe^Johofc-Vvi l 
strait into a man-to-man, weapon- 
to-weapon struggle. 


The Japs declared that their beach 


heads were so well consolidated that 
tanks already had been ferried across 
to bolster their troops. 


While this seemed quite possible 


there was no confirmation from-Sing- 
gapore. 


Likewise unconfirmed was a round- 


about report that Jap parachutists had 
been dumped behind forward defense 
positions and already had 
engaged 


a British detachment, 


The parachutist story—via Tokio, 


the Oslo radio and Reuters said also 
the Japanese fleet was ready for at- 
tacks near Singapore "at any moment" 
in such a fight Singapore's monster 
guns—as heavy as 18 inches might 
well get in their first good licks for 
they were primiarly designed to cover 
the sea approaches. 


MacArthur Holds Oil 


In the battle of the Batan in the 


Phillipines General MacArthur 
an- 


nounced his. men had repulsed new 
Jap assualts while the U. S. guns 
in Manila bay silenced several seige 
batteries on the Cavite shore to the 
south. 


Once again the war department 


communique was a story of all- at- 
tacks repluscd despite the dive bomb- 
ers which roved the sky in blasting 
support of the invader aground. 


A London informant said the Brit- 


ish had opened a sharp counter-at- 
tack on the Japs attacking Singapore 
island. 


Ho said that the invasion 
was 


launched on a 10-mile front across the 
Strait of Johore with the drive pivot- 
ing on Behir inlet, al a narrow stretch 
of the strait. 


British headquarters 
acknowledged 


that the forces which clinched 
a 


beach-head during the night on the 
northwest coast were sperading east- 
ward despite the fierce defense. 


The Japs' Story 


A communique pictured the de- 


fenders as straining lo the utmost to 
"mop up the enemy." 


Japanese artillery on the Malayan 


mainland a rifle-shot away.and Jap- 
anese dive bombers helped blast a 
path for the allacking Japs—shock 
troops and, according lo Tokio, a tank 
force. 


Other air raiders appeared 
over 


Singapore city on the south side of the 
island but these were met by British 
frighters which destroyed three planes 
probably destroyed three more, and 
damaged 13 more. 


The Tokio radio, relaying dispatches 


which it said originated with land 
forces 
on Singapore, pictured 
the 


defenders as in flight on the highways 
leading to the southern part of the 
island. 


One report said the first landing 


was signaled st 12:16 a. m. (12:16 p. m. 
Central 
War-time Sunday) with a 


green flare, which was followed in 
four minutes by a red flare to signfy 
the completion of that operation. 


The Japanese estimated the defend- 


ing forces at 20,000 men. 


More trustworthy indications were 


that at least 60,000 men were on Sing- 
apore to oppose tlie headlong rush by 
tlie Japanese troops who had pushed 
the length of the Malayan mainland 
to Jahore strait since the start of the 
war in the Pacific.

Model Planes 
Needed by Navy 


High School Stu- 
dents to Be Asked 
to Build Them 


NEW ORLEANS — High school stu- 


dents in Arkansas will be given an 
opportunity lo participate in n vital 
part of the U. S. Navy training pro- 
gram by Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox. 


Under a new plan, 500,000 aircraft 


models—10,000 models each of 50 dif- 
ferent types of fighting planes—will 
be needed for training personnel in 
aircraft recognition, range cslimalion 
in gunnery practice and civilian de- 
fense training. The Navy soon will 
call on Arkansas students to build 
at least 5,000 of them. 


The United Stales Office of Educa- 


lion, which will administer the pro- 
gram, will send letters outlining the 
plan to slate superintendents within 
the next few days. The first set of 
working drawings will be in the hands 
of cooperating schools by Feb. 23. 


The models will be made on a pre- 


cise scale of 1 to 72—one inch on 
the model represents 6 feet on the 
aclual airplane. The same proporlion 
holds true as to distance; a model 
seen at 35 feet is identical with the 
true airplane seen al jusl under half 
a mile. Studying the models through 
the standard ring sight used an aerial 
gun mounts becomes invaluable train- 
ing for the cadet flier, teaching him 
not only type and identification, but 
range. Only three dimensional mo- 
dels can serve properly for all these 
functions.

Wife Outlives the 
Husband, as a Rule 


NEW YGflK — When n man mar- 


ries he not only gives a hostage to 
fortune but, barring divorce, he makes 
a contract that in most instances will 
bind him for life, unless his bride 
is a few years his senior. For, ac- 
cording to the statisticians of 
the 


Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
if a man is the same age as his wife, 
or older, her chances of outliving him 
are betler than even. And as the dif- 
ference in the ages of a woman and 
her older husband increases, the mans 
chances of outliving his wife grow 
less. 


A man whose wife is three or four 


years his senior, however, can ex- 
pect thai he and his spouse have a- 
boul Ihe same length of life ahead 
of them, the statisticians say. 
But 


when the mates arc of equal age, the 
wife lias better than an even chance 
of outliving her husband: to be ex- 
act, her chances are 55 in 100. If Ihe 
husband is five years the senior, how- 
ever, his chances of outliving his wife 
are only 3G in 100, and when his 
seniority is a.s much as ten years, his 
chances drop to 27 in 100. 


On the other hand, when a man is 


five years younger than his mate, his 
chances of outliving her are 55 in 
100.
